Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner asked for authorization to cancel claims 13-16, which are not eligible for rejoinder because they do not 
contain all the limitations of an allowable product claim. The examiner asked for clarification for the order of steps in 
claim 7. Mr. Tanigawa clarified that claim 7 depends from claim 4, which states that steps i and ii can be carried out in 
either order.
